Claims 1-6, 9, and 10, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Yamamoto et al (US 2003/0148136 Al). 

The rejection is maintained as stated in the Office Action mailed 10/15/07, and as stated 

below. 

Yamamoto et al discloses an electronic component made from primarily organic material, 
comprising a substrate 3/20 having a depression, at least one organic electrical conductor track 
9/23 for interconnecting electrical components, in which the at least one electrode is made from 
conductive material and applied to a supporting surface, the surface of which is modified and/or 
roughened by a pulsed laser treatment in a roll-to-roll process (Abstract, Figures 1,10, and 15, 
Paragraphs 0036, 0037, 0051, 0052, and 0058, and claims 14-16). Yamamoto et al discloses an 
electronic component in which at least one organic conductor track 9/23 is arranged in a 
depression of a lower layer 5, wherein the depression has been produced by means of a pulsed 
laser, having steep walls, sharp contours and a rough bottom surface (Abstract, Figures 1,10, and 
15, Paragraphs 0036 and 0037, and 4, and claims 14-16). 

Applicant argues that Yamamoto et al does not teach a non-metal substrate. However, 
the claims are not so limited. 

Applicant argues that Yamamoto et al does not teach that the depressions and copper 
particles deposited therein do not form electrodes or conductor tracks. However, Yamamoto et 
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al discloses conductor track 9/23 arranged in the depression of substrate 3/20 (Figures 1,4, 10, 
and 15). 

Claims 7 and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
